Attorney General Miller Says It Is Not a 


Violation of Law. 


WASHINGTON, November 11.—In response to 
inquities made by Postmaster General 
Wanamaker, under date of October 6, 1890, as 
to whether advertisments in newspapers of the 
‘Guessing Contest,’’ in its various phases, are 
in violation of section 389 of the revised 
statutes, as *mended by the anti-lottery act of 
September 1%, 1890, Attorney General Miiler 
has submitted his opinion, in whieh he 
holds in the negative. With other 
enclosures, the postmaster general transmitted 
an advertisement of The Cincinnati Enquirer, 


Setting forth one of these projects in detail, 


aud as this case presents the material question 
quite%istinctly, the attorney general makes 
use of it for the purpose of his answer. The 
scheme of the enterprise advertised by The 
Enquirer is that it will give to the sender or 
senders of the first guess giving the correct, or 
nearest correct, number of votes of the demo- 
cratic and republican candidates for the 
office-of secretary of state for the state of Ohio, 
at the then pending election, the sam 
of $100 each. Other amounts are . offered for 
the second and third best gueses, etc. The 
total.amount of the offer is $500. After giving 
reasons for his conclusion that this particular 
case dges Rot come within the proscription of 
the statute, the attorney general says: 

In conclusion, it may not be improper to say 
that thes law was framed with the view to the 
suppression of certain well known and wide 
spread agencies for evil, and it is certainly not 
wis@ to embarass its execution by a strained or 
unnatural construction in reaching after prac- 
tices not thought of as a motive for its enact- 
ment.

ORUGHE UP WITH THEM 


LETTER CARRIERS GETTING A PER- 
CENTAGE 


The Postoffice Inspectors in New York Find 
Out That Letter Carries Are Partners 
in a Swindle. ~ 


New York, November 11.—A new phase of 
the green goods trade has come to light 
through investigations instituted by Chief 
Postoftiice Inspector Rathbone, stationed at 
Washington. He learned that many postoffice 
attaches, principally letter carriers, were in 
collusion with the green goods men. ‘The 
rule strictly enforced is that no carrier shall 
deliver letters that bear suspicious addresses 
to the place to which they are directed, 
and letter sorters are instructed to mark such 
*xd,’’ which commits them for examination by 
the proper authorities. Chief Rathbone came to 


this city and conferred with Inspectors Jacobs | 


and Hartshoru. The investigation convinced 
the inspectors that fifteen letter carriers, at 
least, wereimplicated. In the cases of seven, 
of them proof was conclusive that they were 
in league with the green goods swindlers, and 
their names were sent to Washington, with 
the recommendation to Postmaster General 


Wanamaker that they be dismissed. 

Some of the accused confessed that the 
swindlers paid them 5 per cent a week to carry 
out. their instructions with respeet to the 
letters reaching their hands. In some cases 
the carriers received sach weekly stipends 
from three or four different green goods 
swindlers. The names of the carriers are 
withheld, pending the action of the cases at 
Washingtou. They were caught by means of 
& large number of decoy letters addressed to 
the headquarters of various green goods men. 
These letters were delivered, while they should 
have been returned to the postoftice, according 
to instructions.

A WIFF’S LETTER 


Leads to a Bloody Tragedy in an Alabama 
Town 

BIrMINGHAM, Ala., November11—{Special.] 
A sensational tragedy occurred this afternoon 
at Jobns,a mining town twenty-five miles 
aouth of here. N. Js. Wilson, a merchant, 
shot and instantly killed R. W. Bristew,a 
watehmaker, who did business next door. 
The stores of Wilson and Bristow were some 
distance from the postoftice, and when one of 
them went for the mail, he usually asked for 
his neighbor’s mail also. Wilson went for his 
mail, and as usual, called for Bristow’s. 

Among the latter’s letters Wilson saw one 
in the handwriting of his wife. Mrs. Wilson was 
away on 3 visit to relatives, and her husband 
sould not understand why she was writing to 
Bristow. His suspicions were aroused, and he 
opened the letter. The contents proved that 
unproper relations existed between Bristow 
and Mrs. Wilson. The injured husband 
armed himself and walking into Bristow’s 
store, shot him dead without a word. He 
then surrendered himself to 
and claims that the letter he opened was suf- 
ficient provocation for the deed.

The First Woman Hanged in Georgia—A 


Notable Trial. 
Wasntreton, Ga., November. 10.—[Spe- 


, cial.}—About two years ago there was some 


newspaper discussion about white women hung 
in Georgia, and Miss Eliza Bowen wrote for 
Tue Constirution an account of a white 
woman, who suffered this penalty in Washing- 
ton, Ga., éighty-four years ago. This subject 
has again come up just as Miss Bowen has 
found the record of this woman’s trial in the 
minutes of Wilkes’s supericr court for 1806, 
There are some lacts of interest in it, and Miss 
Bowen briefly tells as follows: , 

‘“*The name of the woman as given in the in- 
dietment was Mary or Polly Barclay, but the 
name seems to have been corrupted by tradi- 
tion into Bartlett. Of course the name is cor- 
rectly written in the indictment. The curious 
thing in this trial is the speed with which pun- 
ishment followed the legal accusation. The 
spring term of court began Monday, May 5, 
1806, 

TRIAL IN ONE DAY. 

ES May 6th,the grand jury founda true bi! 

Cainst William Nov Polly Barclay and 
Mat Mitchum for the'murder of Polly Bar- 
clay’s husband. On May %th, Mrs. Barclay 
waéstried. The whole trial of the woman, ex- 
amination of witnesses, speeches of lawyers, 
charge of judge, deliberations of jury, 
all’ gecupied but one day, and on that 
saute day the jury bronght in a verdict 
of: ‘We find the prisoner guilty, but 
recommend herto mercy.’ On May 10th, Polly 
Barclay received sentence, and she was exe- 
cuted May 30, 1806. When I learned these 
facts from the court record, the Woolfolk case 
had just reached its slow conclusion by the ex- 
ecution,of Woolfolk. My readers can imagine 
how phe swiftness of justice eighty-four years 
agoGmpressed we. The jndge in this case was 
Judge Charles Tait, who is remembered asa 
famous Troup man of that day. It is evident 
thes both jadge and jury thought the case 
against Mrs. Barclay a very strong one, and 
had not a particle of sentimentality about a 
woman criminai. 

' THE BREVITY OF THE RECORD. 

‘Phe record is the briefest possible, and but 
for tradition we should not even know who 
yas murdefed, as the indictment is merely 
stated as a fact, but is not copied by the clerk. 
se at present everybody is too much inter- 
ested in polities to care toread a detailed 
statement of this almost forgotten tragedy. 
and T have written a full account, so far as I 
cetiid get it, m the last two numbers of my 
‘Chronicles of Wilkes County,’ which will 
pgeserve it, so I will only briefly give the facts 
bow, 

THE GUILTY PARAMOUR. 

“Mrs. Barelay did not murder her husband 
with her own hands, bnt incited the murderer. 
This is undoubted. When I wrote the story 
before, | supposed that the deed was com- 
mitted by her brother, William Nowland, but 
it seems tradition was wrong, for William 
Nowland was tried May 18, 1806, the day be- 
fore lis sister ename to trial, and he was ac- 
quitted. Jjudge thatthe murderer was her 
paramour, Mark Mitchurh, who was not tried, 
and I suppose ran away. Tradiwon says that 
it was proved on the trial that -. offered her 
brother $200 to do the deed. ® may have 
proved his refusal by an alibi, otherwise, I 
think, the story was correct, as I told it two

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THE STANLEY SCANDAL, 
The TDarttelot Matter Still Further Dis- 
cussed in the Press. 

Lonpon, November 10.—The Times this 
morning publishes three columns of a signed 
statement from Mr. Bonny. The _ writer 
opens by regretting that  Barttelot’s 
brother has forced the disclosure 
of a painful story. Bonny says that 
Stanley only heard of the poisoning sus- 
picion from him on the 26th of last October, in 
the jcourse of a conversation on Barttelot’s 
book. Bonny testities that when Barttelot 
and Jameson, after questioning the Arabs 
belonging to Stanley’s previous exdedition as 
to the fate of Pocock and others, ex- 
pressed the opinion that Stanley would 
peison anybody. He admitted that 
rumors to that effect were current, but nothing 
was ever proved against Stanley. Barttelot 
and Jameson agreed not to partake of his hos- 
pitality. Bonny confirms the report that 
Barttelot, asked him for a tasteless poison, 
with which toremove Tippoo Tip’s nephew, 
Selim, with whom he had had a quarrel, 
Bonny pretended to search for such ison, 
but hid all the poisons. He then told Bartte- 
lot, who was angry, that he procured cyanide 
of potassium, but rejected it as useless for the 
purpose on account of its salinity. 
Barttelot did not mako further 
attempts to poison Selim. Bonny confirms the 
statementthat Barttelot deliberately bit the 
woman. The major, he says, fastened his 
teeth in the woman’s cheek. Forthis Bartte- 
lot would have been lynchedif Bonny had not 
rescued him. Bonny still bears on his fore- 

head and other parts of his 
marks of wounds received by 
a tight with the natives that followed 
the incident. Bonny says it is quite true the 
major grinned ferociously at the natives, and 
prodded them with a steel-pointed staff. He 
has not the slightest doubt that Boysoudi died 
from the effects of a kick given him by Bart- 
teJot. 

Bonny confirms the statement that at Mis- 
sion bay, John Henry,who spoke the English, 
Arabic and Zanzibar languages, and acted as 
interpretor,died from the effects of three hun- 
dred lashes. He did not desert, as stated, but 
was left on the road.@After Barttelot flogg 
him he feared to return because he had sol 
Barttelot’s revolver to procure food. The 
major recaptured the boy,and threatened either 
to shoot him or cut his ears off. Bonny pro- 
tested, when the major had the boy publicly 
sentenced to be shot, not intending to carry 
out the sentence. The whole camp threatened 
to desert if the sentence was carried out. 
Barttelot then exclaimed: “By God, 
will give him 300 lashes.’”’ Four Soudanese, 
each one over six feet in height, were selected 
to give seventy-five lashes each. Henry be- 
came insensible after receiving 300 lashes. 
The scene was the most horrible he (Bonny) 
eversaw. Mortification set in, and the flesh 
of the vietim fell in pieces to the ground. His 
body swelied to twice its ordinary size, and he 
died in twenty-four hours.

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DAWSON SHOT DEAD 


BEFORE THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE ON 
THE GRAND STAND. 


ee 
A Frightfal Domestic Tragedy in Columbus, 
With Thrilling Surroundings—Three 
Brothers the Parties. 


Cotumsus, Ga., November 11.—[Special.] 
At 3 o’clock this afternoon's most exciting 
tragedy occurred in front of the grand stand 
on the exposition grounds, and in the 
presence of thousands of spectators. 

R. M. Howard and Richard Howard, of 
this city, and James Bickerstaff, of Seala, 
Ala., shot and killed Colonel P. C. Dawson, 
of Glennville, Ala. 

THE PARTIES TO THE TRAGEDY. 

The shooting occurred in front of the 
grand stand, which was crowded with people 
who had assembled there to witness the after- 
noon programme of the exposition, including 
the races, balloon ascension, etc. The How- 
ards are both livery men, and Colonel Daw- 
gon, the man who was killed, was also fond 
of fine horses. He had taken part in one of 
the races, and it was just as he had finished 
@ race that the tragedy occurred. Two years 
ago last April Colonel Dawson was married 
to Miss Ruth Howard, the beautiful 
sister of Robert M. and Richard Howard. 
For some time past, however, they have 
mot been living together, and there has 
been bitterness between Colonel Dawson 
and the Howard brothers. 

James Bickerstaff, who also married a 
sister of the Howards, sided with them in 
the feud that grew out of the separation 
of Colonel and Mrs. Dawson. 

THE APPEARANCE OF DAWSON. 

Yesterday afternoon Colonel Dawson 
came in from Glennville with a fine horse, 
which he entered ig today’s races. The 
Howards learned of his presence in the 
city, and having determined to kill him on 
sight, they went to the exposition grounds, 
in company with Mr. James Bickerstaff 
waiting for an opportunity to carry their 
Yesolve in execution. 

LYING IN WAIT. 

They ascertained on reaching the expo- 
sition grounds that Colonel Dawson was on 
the race course, preparing to engage in a 
trotting race, and the three men went at 
once to the judges’ stand, which is in front 
of the grand stand. The race had just com- 
menced, and the mare whose doom was 
fixed, was among those who were urging their 
splendid animals around the broad mile 
track, bending every effort to win the race, 
and little dreaming of the terrible fate 
that awaited him at its close. 

THE SHOOTING BEGINS. : 

As the racers neared the grand stand, on 
the home stretch, the great crowd cheered, 
and the horses coming in almost neck 
to neck, placed Colonel Dawson third in 
the race. The racers drew rein, and Daw- 
son turned into the enclosure within the 
race track, as is usual at the close of races, 
and where a large number of horsemen 
and horses were gathered. 

Dawson threw the reins to a colored boy 
and dismounted from his suiky. The How- 
ards and James Bickerstaff were there, 
and it was seen that they were excited. 
Chief of Police Jesse Beard also happened 
to be present, and some one said to him: 

‘Took out, chief! There’s goirg to be 
trouble.” ra 

Just then a pistol shot was heard, and 
then another, and another, and the spec- 
tators saw and realized that Colonel Daw- 
son was being attacked by three men, all 
of whom were shooting at him. 

THE TERRIBLE BATTLE. 

When Colonel Dawson saw that he was 

being shot by the three men, he drew his 


pistol, evidently experiencing some diffi- 
culty in doing so, and fired two shots at 
his assailants, but he had _  ASlready 


been mortally wounded, and his aim was 
uncertain. Neither of his bullets took effect. 
The §Howards and Bickerstaff continued to 
fire, and Dawson fell to the ground. 

THE CROWD TERRORIZED. 

The wildest excitement ensued. Men 
turned pale, strong hearts grew weak, and 
women screamed and fainted in the grand 
stand. As quick as a thought, the chief of 
police deputized a number of gentlemen 
and succeeded in keeping the great crowd 
back. Dawson's pistol lay by his side on 
the ground where he fell. 

THE DEAD MAN’S SISTER APPEARS. 

In the midst of all of the excitement, 

Colonel Dawson’s sister appeared on the 


scene,jiand quickly seizing the smoking 
weapon from off the ground, quickly but 
calmly announced that she would 
finish her brother’s§ fight for him, 
meaning that she would shoot one 
of the Howards, but through excitement 


or nervousness, or being unfamiliar with the 
weapon, she ,was slow in cocking it. By 
that time a commercial traveler, who was 
standing near, discovered her. 

THE MEN UNDER ARREST. 

Chief Beard lost no time in placing Daw- 
son’s assailants under arrest, and as he did 
so, Mr. R. M. Howard exclaimed: 

“T, KR. M. Howard, shot him!’’ 

It is not known, however, who killed him, 
as ali three of the men were shooting at the 


same time. Upon examination, it was 
found that Colonel Dawson had been 
hit four times, once in the 


left forearm, once in the calf of the leg, 
pice in the right hip, and the fatal shot 
was in the right breast. just below the 
collar bone. He died in fifteen minutes 
after being shot, and was carried to To- 
dett’s undertaker shop, where the 
organized a jury, which postponed 
gation until tomorrow. 
THE NIGHT IN JAIL. 

The three men arrested are spending the 
night at police headquarters. They have 
mgaged their attorneys, ex-Congressman 
Grimes, Hon. Louis F. Garrard and Colonel 
James W. Morrill. In speaking of the 
hooting, the Howards say that the cause 
is of a private nature, and involved family 
ffairs, and that they can show in the forth- 
toming trial that it was of a very grievous 
oature.

A most unfortunate part of the whole affair, 
and one that seems to trouble Chief Jones 
more than all others, is the loss of 
his faithtul steed, ‘Tobe,’”’ who he 
was driving at the time, and who was 
so severely injured that his death is hourly 
expected. When the buggy was turned over 
‘*Tobe”’ was thrown to the ground and in try- 
ing to extricate himself from the harness he 
received a gash on his hind leg, entirely sever- 
ing the leaders. If he does not die he will be 
of no more yalue to the department.

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WHERE GINGER CAKES GROW ON 
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TREES AND SYRUP RUNS IN RIVERS. 


A “Native” African Harangues a Crowd of 
“ Negroes Last Night—Through Trip to 
‘ Africa for One Dollar. 


Bound for the promise land. 
Led on to Africa by a native of the dark 


continent. 

A gigantic humbug of the fakiest sort. 

There was a wonderful gathering of negroes 
at the corner of Mitchell and Haynes streets 
last night. 

Fully 3,000 of Atlanta’s restless colored 
population—longers after the promised land 
of Africa, where gingercake grows on trees 
and cotton requires no picking—met there to 
be harangued by the wily leader of the great 
exodus. 

No printed notice of the meeting, which was 
called for Schell’s hall, was given. The word 
was just passed from one to another, and the 
credulous darkies came in droves. 

The hail was not large enough 
to ‘accommodate one-fifth of the 
colored gentry who flocked to the rendezvous 
to have their ears tickled with stories of the 
promised land, to whose inviting prospect of 
rivers of syrup and groves of ginger cake trees, 
forty acres and a mule were beyond the faint- 
est comparison. 

The great beauty of the thing was the ease 
and inexpensiveness of transit to this eden of 
African biessedness. 

ALL FOR A DOLLAR. 

For one dollar, the projector of the scheme 
proclaimed all whose weary spirits longed for 
the rest and joys that awaited them in the 
salubrious clime of the African gardens, would 
be carried to Savannah byrail. From there 
they would be transported to the promised 
land without cost. 

What an enchanting prospect tothe care- 
burdened sons of Ham! 

What joy! Only to sit beneath the luxuriant 
ginger-cake trees and drink in the syrup- 
scented zephyrs as they were wafted in the 
wake of perpetual sunshine! 

And all for $1. 

No wonder they come in droyes to listen to 
stories of life in such a wonderland. 

And no wonder they awoke the echoes of 
the first ward by their fervent shouts of 
thanksgiving to the lord for preserving them 
unto such a glorious day—thanksgiving 
decewiir 9p 980 with admiration for the low- 

rowed darky who pointed out the broadway 
to sucha land, and who painted pictures of it 
with such a lavish hand. 

CAMPMERTING EXCITEMENT. 

So excited were the darkies that had the 
leader set out at midnight to walk to Africa 
most of the crowd would have followed with- 
out waiting to pack a skillet or provide a cake 
of cornbread. 

Many an old auntie shouted “hallelujah” as 
she wrapped her fingors about the brightsilver 


dollar that was to admit her to the 
ranks of the happy band that was 
awaiting the leader's command to set 


| out on the journey to the promised land; 


many a young buck wilted his borrowed; col- 
lar with perspiring enthusiasm at the enchant-~ 
ing picture held up to his gaze. 

The high cockalorum of the occasion was a 
clay-colored negro, who introduced himself as 
Mr. White. 

He was the grand mogul, whose slick 
scheme worked so well upon the crowd. 

White claimed to be an African native 
born. ; 

WITH STANLEY AND LIVINGSTONE. ’ 

He said he was with Stanley and with Liv- 
ingstone, that he had come to America with 
Stanley and his wife, and was one of the he- 
roes in Stanley’s book. 

The king of Africa, White remarked, was 
aware of his presence in America, and knew 
he was addressing his brethren in Atlanta 
then. “Andifanyonein this country should 
harm me,”’ he said, “it would cost this govern- 
ment something.”’ 

HIS PERSONNEL. 

As he appeared before the crowd, White 
was a figure fit for Puck. 

He wore a bright red blouse made of cheap 
cambric—the shiny side out—new pants of 
the same stuff, a sky-blue collar with a broad 
red stripe,and @ pairof smutty socks were 
conspicuously visible above the tops of a pai 
of low-quartered shoes, heels run down and 
toes in the air. 

Tied around the ‘‘native’s’’ waist, to con- 
ceal the discrepancy between the blouse and 
knee-breeches, was a towel that, from its ap- 

earance, might have done valiant duty ina 
Jecatur street restaurant. This fulfilled the 
oftice of sash. 

Altogether this gaudy costume of nonde- 
script style was a most woeful misfit. 

White was further adorned with numerous 
giass diamonds of ponderous size, and his 
heaving bosom was bespangled with a dozen 
or more tin medals. 

Among other things in his senseless 
harangue White, ‘‘the native,’ said that 
Africa was three thousand miles from New 
¥ork and four thousand from Brooklyn, 
while by way of Savannah or New Orleans 
the distance was only about one thousand. 

He said very little about who was paying for 
the ships that were to carry the negroes after 
they got to Savannah. 

GINGER CAKE TREES. 

Overin Africa, he said, ginger cakes grew 
on trees, and bread was picked off bushes, 
while syrup ran in rivers, 

Africa was four times as big as America or 
Europe, there were 80 many people there they 
couldn’t be counted, but notwithstanding this 
there was plenty of room forall the people in 
America. 

‘The first railever laid for a railroad was 
brought from Africa,” he went on to say, “‘and 
sodid the first engine. That doesn’t look 
much like they were ignorant over there, 
does it?’’ 

White said everything the negroes had to 
work tu produce from the soil in America 
grew wild in the woods at “this home.”’ 

‘*You can just sit down in the sun and watch 
it grow.’’ 

He said thatthe reason people in America 
died was becanse they ate food produced from 
a poisoned soil. “In Africa its pure and 
doesn’t cut off your lives at all.”’ 

LIVR FOREVER. 

To live forever without work basking in the 
sunshine! How it caught that crowd! 

White said all these things were kept secret 
from the negroes because the white people 
were afraid if they knew what a glorious place 
Africa was, they would all leave and there 
would be nobody left here to dothe work. 

“If a white man comes overin Africa,” he 
said, ‘‘he’ll be under your feet. Like you are 
under his here. He better not eall you ‘nig- 
ger,’ either.”’ 

In ranting about Stanley he said if he had 
had his way he would have put Stanley to 
death. He called Stanley the representative 
ofthe English government to Africa, saying 
that he was mighty humble among the Afri- 
cans over there, too. 

SOME OTHER ATTRACTIONS. 

‘“‘There’s about 50,000 miles of railroad over 
there, and miles andmiles of telegraph lines. 
Why, you can go right down here to the tele- 
graph office and send word to my folks at 
Morocco.”’ 

White said his people were wealthy. They 
were worth $20,000, and paid him $100 a 
month to travel over the country, 

Thursday night there is to be another big 
meeting. when the colored citizens are to ante 
up with their dollars for passage to Africa, 

This isto be a secret meeting, only the 
‘‘members’’—those having paid their dollars— 
being allowed to enjoy the deliberations and 
arrangements for the trip. 

White, thesame man who was arrested 
some time ago charged with defrauding people, 
out of their money. pe 

He is evidently a little off.

The last witness, F. C. Eth- 
eridge, stated that he had formed 
some cpinion of Hall, but was prepared to 
give him a fair and impartial hearing. The 
defense did not agree with him, however, and 
objected to his being placed on the jury. Their 
strike had been exhausted and they were in 4 
predicament. They appealed to the court and 
claimed that the juror was incompetent. This 
was overruled and Juror Etheridge allowed to 
take his seat.

Yesterday’s Session. 

It was twenty minutes past the time (10 
o’clock) yesterday morning, when Dr. George 
J. Engelmann, president, called the first ses- 
sion of the third annual convention of the as- 
sociation to order, and introduced to the as- 
sembled medics the Hon. Mayor Glenn, who 
delivered the address of welcome.

Dr. Rt. B. Maury’s response to the mayor’s 
speech was likewise short and to the point, 
setting forth the object of the association and 
of its present convention, and brietly touching 
upon the fact that the gathering before him 
contained men who in their special lines of 
surgery and gynecology were everywhere cele- 
brated. 

After the report of the chairman of the com- 
mittee on arrangements, the first paper, by 
Dr. Maury, upon ‘*How Shall We Treat Our 
Cases of Pelvic, Inflammation?’ was read. 
The paper was purely technical, and was a 
comprehensive review of. the experimental 
history of pelvic intlammation. The opinions 
held by the distinguisded reader himself upon 
the subject were accurately demonstrated by a 
careful study of cases which had been treated 
both by himself and brother practitioners. 

Discussion on the paper was participated 
in by Drs. Campbell, Price, Staskon. Potter, 
McNulty, Reed, Ricketts, and Engelmann, 

With but one exception these gentlemen 
supported Dr.Maury’s statement, that socalled 
cellulitis was very uncommon. Dr. Engel- 
mann thought thatin certain extreme cases 
the symptoms of cellulitis existed, but in a 
secondary form. 

The gentlemen agreed that in the majority 
of cases of pelvic inflammation operative in- 
terference is required. Of course, the instru- 
ment should not be resorted to unless the case 
ja.such as to clearly establish its necessity. Dr. 
Price is a pronounced advocate ofthe use of 
the operating instrument. 

The next paper, on ‘‘Abdominal and Pelvic 
Surgery in America,’”’ was read by Dr. Joseph 
Price, of Philadelphia, Pa. Dr. Price is con- 
sidered one of the most expert operators in 
pelvic surgery in this country. His admirable 
paper was listened to with intense interest, 
and was so complete and comprehensive in its 
scope that at the afternoon session, when dis- 
cussion was in order, but two gentlemen, Drs, 
Dean and J. D.8. Davis, had anything to offer 
in reply, and their expressions of view were 
very short. 

Dr. Hunter McGuire was unavoidably ab- 
sent, and his paper, ‘‘The Best Route to the 
Bladder in the Male for Disease or for Foreign 


Bodies,”’ will not be read until all other papers | 


and the discussions thereon are completed. 

“Suprapubic Cystotomy in a Case of En- 
larged Prostate,’’ was the subject of the next 
paper, read by Dr. W. H. H. Cobb, of Golds- 
boro, N. C, | 

The paper was refreshingly short and in- 
cisive and was well received. ‘It was discussed 
by Drs. Lydston, J. D. 8. Davis, Price, W. E. 
B. Davis, Baxter and McRae. 

Dr. Richard Douglas, of Nashville, Tenn., 
was not present when his name was called, 
and his paper on ‘‘Anatomy and Pathology of 
the Ileo-Caecal Region,”’ was laid over. 

Dr. R. D. Webb, of Birmingham, Ala., was 
detained at home by sickness, and his paper, 
‘Further Observations on the Dangers of Op- 
erative Delay in Prostatic Troubles, with 
Personal Experience,’’ was also laid over. 

Dr. John D. 8. Davis, of Birmingham, Ala., 
was on the programme fora paper on “Clinical 
History of the Epicystic Surgical Fistula, 
with Cases,”” but was excused on the ground 
of hoarseness, and the same disposition was 
made of his paper. 

Dr. L. 8. McMurtry, of Louisville. Ky., read 
an able paper on ‘Inflammation in and 
About the Head of the Colon.’’ Discussion 
thereon was h@id by Drs.

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A Party of the Past. 

The republicans have had no end of fun 
at the expense of the alleged bourbon demo- 
crats who learned nothing and forgot noth- 
ing while they were out of power. Their 
writers and speakers have humorously de- 
scribed the old colonels of the south who 
preferred to live in the past and refused to 
keep step with the progress of the age. 

The republican sense of humor is easily 
tickled at times, and the fancy pictures 80 
frequently drawn of the alleged bourbons 
and southern colonels never failed to excite 
the amusement of the insolent and swagger- 
ing victors. 

But the partisans whose knell of doom was 
sounded last week, are at last beginning to 
see themselves as others see them. A rude 
shock has clarified their vision, and they see 
an uncouth figure, half soldier, half bush- 
whacker, in a time of profound peace, 
frowning upon the honest toilers around 
him, levying tribute in the shape of a robber 
tariff, and threatening to draw his sword 
when a protest is made. In this guise ap- 
pears the republican party today, a quarter 
of a century after the close of the war. It is 
the same old combination -of force and fraud 
that loomed up in the carpet-bag govern- 
ments of reconstruction times. 

Talk about bourbons and fossil colonels! 
They are progressive twentieth-century men 
by the side of these warlike bummers, whose 
sole stock in trade consists of the passions 
and issues of a generation ago, and whose 
methods are the same that their soldiers and 
stragglers resorted to when they followed 
Sherman to the sea! 

The republican leaders are beginning to 
see their party from a new.point of view. If 
ever a party stood still and lived in the past, 
it is the party of McKinley and Reed. It 
has stood in the way of peacefu! progress; 
it has pursed sectionalism, and it has raised 
its voice for war when the people were ready 
to forgive and forget. It has tried to turn 
this republic into a plutocracy; it has looted 
the public treasury, and it has threatened to 
perpetuate its rule with bayonets. 

There is no longer room in this country 
for such a party. Itisa party of the past, 
and it will soon be only a matter of history. 
It has outlived its day, and isdying. It will 
not be mourned—triumphant democracy will 
soon heal the scars that it has left behind.

The Next House. 

It may be that in the next house the re- 
publicans, in order to express their dissent 
from democratic legislation, may desire to 
absent themselves from the hall and cool 
their heels in the corridors. The democrats 
resorted to such tactics toward the close of 
the last session, and their absence was so 
seriously resented by the republicans that, 
on one occasion, that worthy patriot, Mr. 
Thomas B. Reed, caused an instantaneous 
photograph to be made of the aspect of the 
chamber without the presence of the demo- 
crats. This photograph was reproduced and 
sent over the country by the hundred thou- 
sand as campaign documents, 

Apparently the people viewed the situa- 
tion with alarm. ‘The chamber looked cold 
and gloomy without the democrats, and so 
the voters concluded to fill the house with 
them. The revolution was complete. The 
people have so arranged matters that there 
is no necessity for the democrats to go out, 
and if the republicans desire to absent them- 
selves they will not be missed. If the result 
ls to be taken as a fair indication of the 
temper of the country, there would be no 
dbjection if the republicans should fail to at- 
tend the next session of congress at all. 

Ninety republicans have been swept out 
of their seats, and the democrats have a 
majority of 154. The people seem to be 
going back to first principles, for never, 
since the republican party was organized in 
1854, has it gone into the house with so in- 
significant a number of representatives. 
The pophiar repudiation of a political 
organization was never more complete and 
overwhelming.

Candid for Once. 

Republican newspapers have been slow to 
admit the defeat which has overwhelmed the 
party they represent. They hoped against 
the returns, until there was no longer any 
ground for hope. But a week after the elec- 
tions they are brought face to face with the 
fact, and the full meaning of their defeat is 
now clearly understood. 

- And so, they are summing up, and are 
forced to be candid for once. There is little 
talk now of ‘‘off-yearishness;’’ little effort 
made to bejittle the victory of the democrats 
and attribute it to light and unimportant 
causes. The republicans feared defeat at 
first. They feel it now. 

The Albany Journa!] is one of the staunch re- 
publican newspapers which is candid enough 
to consider the results of the election in their 
true light, as far as the future of the repub- 
lican party is concerned. The present as- 
cendancy of that party, it says, was believed 
to be impregnable before the result of the 
election was made known. It declares that 
the election of a republican president in 1892

lican newspaper, but there is no use in dis- 
guising facts now. The utterances of our 
Albany contemporary fairly outline the senti- 
ment of the republican press at large.

If they will guard well the 
trust which has been reposed in them and 
hold every inch of ground they have gained, 
they willelect a democratic. president, and 
make a glorious record in1892. ‘The stars 
have said it.’’ 


The Fate of Quay. 

It is stated that the truly good republicans 
—the highly moral and virtuous leaders who 
have their types in the pious Benjamin 
Harrison and the meek and lowly Wana- 
maker—are determined to get rid of Quay. 
They propose, in other words, to show what 
arrant hypocrites they are by deserting a 
knave (whose crimes they have condoned 
and endorsed), when his services have proven 
tobe no longer useful. It is, indeed, a 
beautiful exhibition of republican piety, to 
which we invite the attention of Editor 
Murat Halstead. 

Itis said that great pressure isto be 
brought to bearon Quay tocompel him to 
send in his resignation. Quay probably had 
something of this kind in view when he said 
that he was going to Florida and saw wood. 
No one knows better than hethe pulse and 
hypocritical nature of the men who stand at 
the head of the republican party, and he 
knewthat on the result in Pennsylvania 
would depend his relations with the frauds 
who assume to manage the party. 

Washington telegrams state that there is 
shortly to be a meeting of the republican 
national committee to consider the ‘‘im- 
pending resignation of Chairman Quay.’’ 
This phrase was probably dictated in the 
neighborhood of the white house. Quay is 
not the man to resign, and his resignation is 
not impending, and will not be offered until 
the fact becomes apparent to him that his 
hypocritical cronies and companions propose 
to hold him upasa horrible example. Ac- 
cording to all accounts, the republican com- 
mittee proposes not only to force Quay out, 
but to look carefully into the expenditure of 
certain funds which were supposed to. have 
been employed for campaign purposes. The 
intimation is that ifthis virtuous committee 
will probe deep enough and investigate long 
enough, they will discover the remains of 
the vanished surplus. The veiled charge 
that Quay has diverted campaign funds from 
the congressional committee and employed 
them to assist Delamater is no doubt true, 
for this smart republican leader knew that 
the contest in Pennsylvania was one be- 
tween the honest men in that state and the 
elements that go to make up Quayism. The 
charge being true, what of it? If it should 
be proved that Quay made use of the funds 
for his own personal benefit, whatof it? It 
would merely be a manifestation of repub- 
licanism. 

The proposed attacks on Quay are purely 
hypocritical and fraudulent. Mr. H. Ben- 
jamin Harrison knew Quay’s character just 
as well six months ago as he does now. ‘The 
national committee, of which Quay is chair- 
man, knew that Quay was an embezzler 
long before the election.. The whole country 
knew it. Quay himself had confessed it by 
his silence. Nevertheless, he has been Mr. 
Harrison's friend and chum, and the reins of 
leadership were left in his hands by com- 
mon consent—-and they were left there be- 
cause the republicans hoped that their 
party would profit by his unscrupulous 
methods. All the republicans of any in.- 
portance have endorsed him. Mr. Benja- 
min Harrison has stood by him and permitted 
him to dictate federal appointments in Penn- 
sylvania in spite of the charge against him; 
and, to cap the climax of republican endorse- 
ment, Blaine, McKinley and Reed went into 
Pennsylvania and talked themselves hoarse 
for Quay’s candidate. 

The republican hypocrites may shelve 
Quay, but the fact remains that he is’ the 
typical republican, and richly deserves the 
questionable honor of leading the party of 
fraud. 


A Dark Mystery. 

Stanley's exploration of Africa bids fair

It is also claimed that 
months ago when there were rumors of mis- 
conduct on the part of the rear guard,Stanley 
denied some of the very stories which he 
now repeats. : 

It isan ugly business. If Barttelot and 
his men were as black as Stanley paints 
them, the explorer isin some measure re- 
sponsible for having them in his service. 


‘But Barttelot’s diary seems to record honest 


convictions, and the fact leaks out that the 
major was really afraid that Stanley was go- 
ing to have him poisoned!

Richard Malcolm Johnston. 

Colonel Richard Malcolm Johnston, the most 
genial and kindly of old gentlemen, is quoted by 
The Indianapolis Journal as saying a number of 
interesting things. ‘“Story-writing,” said the 
colonel, ‘‘is the last thing for mei: literature, and 
I came to it in a way altogether accidental). I had 
published two or three volumes on English liter- 
ature, and in conjunction with a friend had writ- 
ten a life of Alexander Stephens, and also a book 
on American and European literature, but had no 
idea of story-writing for money. Two or three 
stories of mine found their way into the papers 
before I left Georgia. 


“I had been a professor of English literature in 


Georgia, but during the war I took a school of 
boys. I removed to Baltimore and took forty 
boys with me and continued my school. There was 
at Baltimore, in, 1870, a periodical called The 
Southern Magazine. The first nine of my 
‘Dukesborough Tales’ were contributed to that 
magazine. These fell into the hands of the editor 
of Harper's Magazine, who asked me what | got 
forthem. I said, ‘not a cent,’ and he wanted to 
know whyl had not sentthemto him. ‘Neelus 
Peeler’s Conditions’ was the first story for which 
I got pay. It was published in The Century, over 
the signature of ‘Philemon Perch.’ Dr. Holland 
told Mr. Gilder to ‘tell that man to write under 
his own name,’ adding that he himself had made 
a mistake in writing under a pseudonym. Sidney 
Lanier urged me to write, and said thatif I would 
do so he would get the matter in print for me. So 
he took ‘Neelus Peeler’s Conditions’ and it 
brought me $80. I think he was more greatly re- 
joiced over the money than I was—anid I’m nota 
man to turn my back on $80. I was at first really 
surprised that my stories were considered of any 
value, either in a literary or pecuniary way. I am 
a little surprised yet. I withdrew from teaching 
about six years ago and since that time have de- 
voted my time to authorship. 

“I bave never put a word in my books that I 
have not heard the people use, and very few that 
I have not used myself. Powelton, Ga., is my 
Dukesborough. I was born fourteen miles fron) 
there, and the road leading down to that place was 
a roughone. The first of the ‘Dukesborough 
Tales’ was the ‘Goosetown Schvol.’ Of the 
female characters that I have created, Miss 
Doolana Lines is my favorite, while Mr. Bill Wil- 
liams is my favorite among the male 
characters. I started Doolana to make 
her mean and stingy like her father, but I 
hadn’t written a page before she, wrenched herself 
out of my hands. She said to me: ‘lama woman, 
and you shall not make me mean,’ and then she 
just made herself, and she was like her mother. 
These stories all are of Georgia as it was before 
the war. In the hillcountry the institution of 
slavery was very different from what it was in the 
rice region or near the coast. Do you know the 
Georgia negro has five times the sense of the South 
Carolina negro? Why? Because he has always 
been near his master, and their relations are 
closer. My father’s negroes loved him and he 
loved them, and if anegro child died upon the 
piace my mother wept for it. Some time ago I 
went to the old place, and an old negro came eight 
miles, walked all the way, to see me. He got to 
the house before 5 o’clock im the morning, and 
opened the shutters while I was asleep. With a 
ery he rushed into the room, ‘Oh, Massa Dick,’ 
We cried in each other’s arms. We had been boys 
together. One of my slaves is now a 
Bishop Lucius Holsey. He is one of the most elo- 
quent men in Georgia, and lives in Augusta.”

A Bill to Have the School Commis- 


sioners Elected by the People. 


There is no drag in the work of the Georgia 
legislature. 

The members of both the senate and the 
house have come to Atlanta for no other pur- 
pose than to attend to business. 

And this they are doing. 

Speaker Howell named his committees for 


the house yesterday, and this body is in every 


way ready forits great work of making laws 
for Georgia. 

All of the circuits of the Georgia superior 
courts have been supplied with judges and 
there is no other election to come up before 
the general assembly until the choosing of @ 
United States senator next Wednesday, & 
week from today. 

There was a joint session yesterday for the 
purpose of completing the elections of superior 
court judges and this consumed most of the 


day’s session. 
Electing the Judges. 

When the senate was admitted to the house 
for joint session and President Mitchell took 
tho speaker’s chair,he announced that the first 
business to come before the general assembly 
was the election of a judge for the Brunswick 
circuit. 

Mr. Dunwoody, of Flynn, nominated Judge 
Spencer Atkinson to succeed himself, and Mr. 
Ryals, of Chatham, seconded the nomination. 

Judge Atkinson had no opposition, and was 
elected by a solid vote of 204. 

THE FLINT CIRCUIT. 

Here was fun. 

It was a fight to the finish. 

The names of Hon. J. 8S. Pope, Hon. J. 8. 
Boynton and Hon. L. L. Middlebrooks were 
placed in nomination. 

Each nomination was warmly seconded and 
the election proceeded with life and interest 
from the very start. 

Middlebrooks fell behind, but Pope and 
Boynton went neckjand neck as the count went 
on from the twenties to the thirties and 
through the forties. 

u Pope 50—Boynton 50. 

It was remarkable, and seemed that the 
general assembly were deliberately dividing 
their votes. 

But such was not true. 

Each vote was applauded by the friends of 
those for whom it was cast,and the excitement 
was at a high pitch. 

In the seventies they were still right together, 
but at cighty Boynton took the lead and ran 
in on the home stretch with a score of:

It was by far the most interesting election 
that has yet occurred with the legislators.

It was for the unexpired term made vacant 
by the resignation of Judge Samuel Lumpkin 
and Hon. Hamilton McWhorter, Hon. Sea- 
born Reese, und Hon. O. G. Worley were 
mentioned as the men for the race. 

Senator Beck nominated Mr. McWhorter, 
and there were adozen on the floor at once 
clamoring to second this nomination. 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, in a brief speech, 
thanked those who had pledged their support 
to Hon. Seaborn Reese, but said that he felt 
assured that the majority favored Mr. Me-

Mrs. Matilda B. Carse. 


One ot the most notable women connected 
with temperance work is Mrs. Matilda B. 
Carse, of Chicago. 

She is alady of the finest talents, refined, 
cultured and of an energy that is simply 
superb. 

She has resided in Chicago since 1856, and 
is the noble mother of two sons, Messrs. David 
Carse and John Carse, prominent in business 
and tinancial circles. 

Her husband was a wealthy railroadman, 
and died in 1870. 

The history of her work is best told in the 
eloquent language of Miss Frances E. Willard, 
at the laying of the corner stone of the great 
ie temple on Saturday last, referring 
to Mrs. Carse as chairman of the building com- 
mittee of that great enterprise: 

Take this list of the institutions carried on by 
the Chicago W. C. T. U., of which Mrs. Carse has 
been president since l resigned that honorable 
position in 1879. 

Take the Woman’s Temperance Publishing 
House, founded by Mrs. Carse in 1880, with its 
$125,000 of capital stock, 150employes, five editors, 
125,000,000 pages sent out last year, and declared 
dividend of 7 per cent to stockholders. 

Take the Foundliugs’ Home, with its $125,000 
worth of property, of whose Ladies’ Aid Society 
Mrs. Carse has been president twenty years, and 
which has placed thousands of friendless little 
ones in Christian families. 

Take the Chicago Free Kindergarten Associa- 
tion, the anchorage for outcast women; the home 
for discharged prisoners; the Martha Washington 
Home for inebriate women—to all of which she 
—_ lent firm, kind hand when they most needed 
1elp. 

All these I mention as simple facts, not to praise 
one whose own works “praise her in the gates,” 
but to illustrate the years and variety of expe- 
rience through which she has passed in prepara- 
tion for this culminating work of her beneticent 
life. She was made by the mayor a member of 
the county school board, and by Hon. Thomas W. 
Palmer, president of the world’s exposition, she 
was appointed a commissioner for Chicago. It 
Should be mentioned that President Palmer, well 
known as a champion of woman’s work, has be- 
come a member of the board of directors of the 
temple. Mrs. Carse belongs tothe Union Park 
Congregational church, and for years conducted 
the sailors’ gospel temperance meeting of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union at the 
Bethel Home. 

It was the sorrow in the woman’s home and#@er 
heart-broken appeal that nerved the arm of pro- 
hibitigns’ greatest champion; it was home sor- 
row t preparedthe gentle heart of the cru- 
sade’s heroic leader, and it was a piteous hurt at 
home that dedicated to our sacred cause the 
founder of the Woman’s Temperance Temple. 
Sixteeen years ago she was living quietly amon 
us, the wealthy widow of a leading railroa 
official, who died in Paris, in 1870, 
whither he had gone with her, seeking to 
restore his wasting health. She had three sons 
then, of whom the youngest, little Tommy, was 
lame, and went about on crutches. He was a 
beautiful child, of great intelligence, and the 
heart of his mother’s heart. One afternoon while 
she was absent oo his father’s graye at Rose; 
hill cemetery, this little one ventured -~_, 
sidewalk in his play; a huge brewery wagux, 
heavily loaded, and whose driver was stupid with 
beer, ran over the helpless little fellow, and when 
his mother came home she found 
him dead. Then and there, not 
out of personal animosity (for she never knew who 
crushed the life out of her happy boy), but be- 
cause of the mother’s love of that great, grieved 
heart, she took a solemn vow to dedicate her life 
to the cause of tempeiance, to the safety of our 
streets and homes; so the work of these sixteen 
years has been made solemnly significant by her 
pathetic motherliness of mood and purpose, even 
as the perfume of the sandal tree comes forth the 
most when the ax has laid it low.

P. Chamberlin, on Whitehall street, where 
they will be joined by Miss West, editor of 
The Union Signal. 

Among other distinguished visitors expected 
is a number of delegates from the 
Dominion Woman's’ Christian Temper- 
ance Union, accompanied by Miss Lillian 
Phelps, the most brilliant lady speaker 
in the dominion of Canada. She is/a gradu- 
ate of the Philadelphia school of oratory. In 
Philadelphia at her graduation she spoke to a 
great audience, and her theme was total ab- 
stinence. She will bea brilliant addition to 
the splendid galaxy of famous women who 
will attend the convention. 

The rehearsals of the children’s chorus 
grows in interest at Trinity. They are learn- 
ing the songs and marches very nicely, and 
when they appear Friday evening they will 
present one of tle most beautiful spectacles of 
the convention.

THE STOCK MARKET.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 11.—The excitement 
today in Wall street was greater than on any 
previous day since the present decline began, and 
while the downward movement in the general was 
not as large as usual, the unusually heavy drop 
in Villard : tocks made up for lack of movement 
in others. The power of the great combination, 
which is now making values for securities in Wall 
street are concentrated today upon Villard shares, 
and stocks as a rule would have undoubtedly 
advanced if it had not been forthe depressing 
influence of the slump in the shares. The move- 
ment invariably winds up the last combination in 
Wall street, and stocks are being well distributed 
and the general business of the country in a pros- 
perous condition, so that whenan adjustment of 
the existing railroad difticulties have been brought 
about and an easier inoney market assured, which 
would result from the Goulhd-Morgan-Kidder- 
Peabody combination, there will be an improve- 
ment inthe stock market. The news of buying 
was all of a favorable nature. The first was a re- 
port from London that settlements there were 
progressing in a much more favorable manner 
than reported, while £2,500,000 were said to be on 
the way to the Bank of England trom the 
continent. 

At the sametimethe prices of all American 
stocks there were materially higher than yester- 
day, and London had buying orders in this 
market at the opening. On the heels of this there 
was @ rumgr that all difficulties between the 
Union Pacific, Northwestern Alliance and other 
gtanger roads, together with the southwestern 
systems, had been adjusted, and the shorts for the 
first time in many days felt the anxiety which has 
been a portion of the bulls for so long a time. 
fhere was a rush to cover shorts and prices at the 
opening ranged froin 1 per cent to 25, per cent 
higher than last night’s figures, and a rumor from 
the west caused quite a boom in Union Pacific, 
which was run up quickly 401, to 4814 per cent. 
The pressure upon the Villard’s, however, was the 
most important feature of trading, and North 
American was pressed down quickly from 2714 to 
to 214% and checked the buoyancy in the general 
list. The failure of Whitney & Co., who have 
been carrying a large line of low-priced shares and 
bonds, which were unavailable as collateral at 
present, causedalarge amount of Toledo, Ann 
Arbor and North Michigan stock to be sold out 
under the rule for their account. ‘The stock men- 
tioned sold the other day at 30, but was opened at 
26, and under offerings from the chair, dropped 
away quickly to 15 before buyers who were will- 
ing to hold for rise appeared. This gave a check 
to the advance and rumors of the banks being un- 
abie to settle their balances at the clearing-house 
found the circulation as well as the predictions of 
the failure of large brokerage houses. 

A perfect flood of Villard stock appeared for 
sale with the pressure principaily upon Southern 
Pacificand four two hours after 12 o’clock the 
panic in those shares existed ,only sentiment being 
it seemed to get out as quickly as possible. North- 
ern Pacific preferred was forced off rapidly from 
6744 at opening to 55 before the terrible drop was 
checked. in the meantime common dropped from 
23 to 1949 and North American yielded 3 per cent 
more, with the making of the lowest figures. The 
suspension of Decker, Howell & Co.,the tirm men- 
tioned as likeiy to fail, was announced aad an 
explanation given to the heavy selling of Villard 
stocks. This infused a feeling of relief into the 
street as it was felt that the worst was in all 
probability overfor the present and considerable 
ofa rally occurred in the last hour of business.
